The question as to whether there are or are 
not Leprechauns is an ageless one. And few 
people in this country know enough about 
them to judge their authenticity. There are 
people in Ireland who may not believe in 
them, but they seldom dare to say so. As 
one Irishman puts it, "Don't doubt that there 
are Leprechauns until a Leprechaun him- 
self tells you there aren't апу. 

One of the difficulties in believing that 
Leprechauns are real is their size. They are 
scarcely two feet tall. "How did they get 
so small?” you might ask. But to a Lepre- 
chaun the answer is no doubt quite simple. 
It is: “How did people get so big?” 

Regarding their origin, popular belief has 
it that the Leprechauns came from Heaven 
about 5,000 years ago. The Little People re- 
fused to take sides in the battle of good 
versus evil, Useless as non-combatants, and 
not worthy of Heaven nor yet deserving of 
Hell, they were banished to earth, the middle 
ground, Locking down during their mass 
descent, they circled the earth until they 
saw that the greenest part of all was a 
little bit of Heaven called Ireland, so they 
settled there. 


It is said that Leprechauns were born full- 
size and do not age like ordinary people. 


А WORD ABOUT LEPRECHAUNS - 


For appearances’ sake, though, they de- 
cided long ago that the best age in human 
terms lies in the prime of life — 50 or a 
little better — and they stay in that age 
bracket, neither too young nor too old to 
miss having the best of times. 

Leprechauns are night owls, and it is after 
sundown that they leave their hiding places 
in the Irish hills to come out and haunt the 
countryside. They love to dance and play 
hurley in the moonlight. Stories purporting 
to give evidence of their mischievous antics 
are legend in Ireland. 

It is said that even with all their powers 
of magic, Little People can be seen, and 
even caught, if you know when they are 
out. For example, any Leprechaun who 
dares remain abroad between cockcrow 
and sunset is bereft of his powers. He is 
then entirely visible and thus highly sus- 
ceptible to capture. Once in the toils of 
human control, a Leprechaun will use any 
trick at his command to avert your gaze or 
release your grasp on his tiny person. A 
sudden pitch of dust in the eye or a sly 
laugh at something interesting off to the 
side will be tried as a means of throwing 
his captor off guard. Then, in a twinkling 
of an eye, the little person will have melted 
into the landscape.
